The auxiliary force, he declared 
is not to be reorganized just for 
the “duration,” but on a perma- 
nent basis to be ready to act at 
all times. He promised that the 
training will be interesting, and 
that, upon completion, each man 
will receive a certificate of grad- 
uation, Completion of the train- 
ing, he pointed out, will entail a 
very definite responsibilty to the 
community. He also expressed 
the hope that an etganization 
should be developed which would 
be a civic asset and achievement 
and in which the community 
could take great pride. 

Chief Mueller said that the city 
now is investigating the possi- 
bilities for furnishing members of 
the auxiliary police force with 
uniforms and official identifica- 
tion badges, as well as such other 
equipment as may be ordered by 
the Office of Civilian Defense. 

THREE DIVISIONS 

In the reorganization and train- 
ing of the auxiliary corps it is 
planned to develop three division 
in the service. These, Chief Muel- 
Jer said, would consist of (1) a 
mounted troop, (2) a motor pa- 
trol with motorcycles, motor 
scooters and motorglides, and 
(3) a general staff whose duty it 
would be to ride in patrol cars 
and function ag regular officers. 

Briefly outlining the train- 
ing program for the auxiélary 
units, Chief Mueller said that this 
would be given by the highway 
patrol aided by federal and: state 
officials, the district attorney’s 
office, the military and local edu- 
cational institutions, ‘The train- 
ing will include a study of the 
penal laws of the state and city 
ordinances, as well as certain as- 
pects of military and martial 
law. There also will be instruc- 
tion in first gid and in gas and 
bomb procedure, together with 
points on sabotage and espionage 
to provide a working knowledge 
of these now highly !mportant 
phases of defense. 

Commenting on the aim to 
build a permanent organization 
to augment the regular police 
force, Chief Mueller also pointed 
out the need to be prepared for 
the great industrial growth which 
is to take place here in the im- 
mediate future. It will bring new 
and more diversified problems 
with which the community must 
be fully organized to cope, he 
aald.

A Disquieting Condition 

A disquieting situation as regards the per capita prev- 
alence of tuberculosis within the county is presented by L. 
E. Mitchell, president of the San Bernardino County Tuber- 
eulosis Association. While in the nation at large the death 
rate of this disease is approximately 44 for each 100,000, 
the county statistics show twiee this, according to Mr. 
Mitchell. 

In other words, the condition appears to prevail that 
people in this county run twice the risk of infection as ex- 
ists in other parts of the United States. 

The figures are impressive, and we have no doubt that 
Mr. Mitchell’s presentation is true. <A loyal Californian 
eould not be convinced, however, until he had the figures 
on the percentage of such cases that were contracted in this 
state as compared with those that developed in other states 
and came here in a desperate attempt to be cured. 

California, for its ideal climate, has long been a haven 
for those suffering from various types of pulmonary — ail- 
ments. Citing per capita illness statistics for a restricted 
area would hardly be fair unless the number of hospitals 
and the number of patients being treated were accounted 
for.

[Upland Red Cross Chapter Maintains 


23 First Aid Stations for Emergency 


Under direction of Upland chap- 
ter of the American Red Cross, 
first aid stations, together with 
trained personnel to man them, 
have been organized, to operate in 
event of emergency or disaster. 

The stations are assigned so 
that there is one located in each 
air raid warden district, with the 
personnel for each station living 
within as close a radius as pos- 


sible. To be set up and operat- 
ed only in case of emergency, 
each station is provided with 


basic supplies. These include dif- 
ferent types of bandages, splints, 
blankets and other paraphernalia. 

Stretchers, an important item of 
first aid equipment, have been 
supplied through the efforts of the 
Boy Scouts of Troop 4. The 
Scouts have made 28 stretchers, 
which are kept in readiness at 
Red Cross headquarters on Euc- 
lid avenue for dispatch by am- 
bulance and a corps of bearers to 
any district where they might be 
needed. 

First aid station organization, 
equipment and personnel is in 
charge of Mrs. James Paulin. 
There are 17 of these stations 
tentatively set up in Upland, with 
an additional six located in the 
Cucamonga, Alta Loma and Eti- 
wanda districts, the latter func- 
tioning under the local Red Cross 
chapter. Location of some of the 
stations is still subject to change. 

Each station is in charge of a
